Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Board of Ossipee: 


When I assumed my duties as superintendent of your 
district last September and began my round of inspec- 
tion of the several schools, I was agreeably impressed 
with a number of the conditions which I found. All 
of the teachers had been approved by the state or else 
had the necessary qualifications for. approval; many 
of the textbooks had been chosen with excellent judg- 
ment; and some of the schoolhouses—particularly 
those at Ossipee and Water Village and the Brown 
school—had been recently repaired. 

Much of my first term’s work was necessarily of a 
routine nature incident to the introduction of the new 
state law and acquainting the State Board of Educa- 
tion with facts pertaining to the district. Therefore, 
I shall not at this time attempt to give an extended 
report of my work, which can much better be done 
after the end of the school year, but rather. confine 
my attention to five different suggestions, which regard 
schoolhouse improvement, attendance at school, teach- 
ers’ salaries, physical exercises and Americanization. 

The State Board of Education has set certain very 
definite minimum standards for the approval of school- 
houses. These standards pertain to the lighting of 
the schoolroom, the color of walls and ceiling, the con- 
dition of floors, ventilation, the construction and con- 
dition of toilets, drinking and washing facilities and the 
displaying of the flag. The three buildings which I 
have had occasion to previously mention very nearly 
meet these requirements. But several of the others, 
particularly the one at Ossipee Valley and the Moun- 
tainview school, need rather extensive alterations to be 
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placed upon the list of approved schoolhouses. I 
believe this to be a matter which should be investigated 
and reported to the school meeting. 

The second matter to which I refer is one which 
concerns parents very closely. The average attend- 
ance in the entire state last year was about 938%. I 
am very glad to say that some of our schools in the 
first half of this year have gone several points above 
this, but unfortunately several others rank below 90%. 
There have been many cases of sickness where absence 
has been unavoidable, but there have also been cases 
where the parent has been negligent of his or her 
responsibility in this matter. A child’s absence from 
school not only retards his own progress but that of the 
whole class and school, and thus becomes a matter of 
concern to all taxpayers. I trust that this condition 
will show an improvement in the remainder of the 
year and that any cases of marked negligence will be 
prosecuted as they deserve. 

Perhaps the most important matter confronting us 
today is the teacher problem. It is a fact well known 
to everybody—or at least should be—that the scarcity 
of teachers is nation wide and alarming. Out of 
650,000 teachers in the United States, 143,000 left the 
profession last year. One hundred thousand positions 
are without teachers or filled with teachers below the 
standard. In our own state probably 80 schools are now 
closed for lack of teachers, and to replace the estimated 
400 to 450 withdrawals at the end of this year, there 
are but 100 to be graduated from our two normal 
schools. The reason most generally assigned for these 
conditions is the inadequacy of salaries to hold teach- 
ers now in the service or to attract new ones to that 
service. I do not expect that Ossipee can afford to pay 
its teachers as much as they could earn at present in 
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mill or factory, but at least they should receive as much 
as the average domestic servant. We are in some ways 
fortunate in having so large a proportion of our 
teachers natives of Ossipee, because ‘we are more 
likely to retain their services, and they, in turn, can 
afford to accept a somewhat lower wage than would 
otherwise be necessary for them. In determining what 
salary a teacher should be paid, I believe that such 
things as preparation, experience, teaching ability, 
type of school to be taught, length of service in town 
and availability should be taken into consideration. I 
do not believe that our teachers are, or intend to be, 
unreasonable in their estimates of what they think 
their service is worth, and surely they appreciate 
that their compensation cannot entirely be reckoned 
in a monetary way. If well rendered, it is beyond 
price; the reward of the faithful worker is in his work. 

As it is not my purpose to make this report so long 
that it will be tedious, let me mention very briefly two 
features of the new educational program which deserve 
our close attention. The first relates to physical exer- 
cise and the second to Americanization. Following — 
one of the sections of the school law, the regulations 
of the State Board provide that: “It shall be the duty 
of all superintendents to see that physical exercise 
and remedial drill have a proper place in the program 
of all elementary schools.” If any excuse be needed 
for such a regulation the fact that our draft boards 
discovered a larger proportion of country than city 
boys unfit for service on physical grounds, should be 
conclusive of its desirability. 

The law also states that the dain aaetiation of the 
work of Americanization in furnishing instruction in 
the privileges, duties, and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship are an essential part of public school education.

Never in the history of our country has there been 
greater need of bringing the pupil to a keen realization 
of his responsibilities as a future citizen. It is my aim, 
personally, and through my teachers, to emphasize to 
the boy and girl of today the priceless heritage of lib- 
erty bequeathed by our forefathers, and to make every 
study, directly or indirectly, lead the child toward a 
more intelligent citizenship. 

In conclusion, let me thank you for the kindness 
with which you received me, and for your constant 
co-operation in my work. Let me assure you that I 
appreciate it.

Report of School Board 


To the Citizens of the School District of Ossipee: 


The School Board first wish to thank you all for the 
co-operation which the Board has received at your 
hands, and to invite and urge a greater co-operation 
so that as a result the schools of Ossipee may be your 
pride. 

' This fiscal year has been one in which the Board has _ 
been laboring during the Spring term under the old 
law, and since Sept. Ist, 1919, under the provisions of 
the new school law passed by the last Legislature. The 
report required by the State is submitted herewith, 
covering the period from Sept. 1st, 1918, to Sept. 1st, 
1919. A supplementary report covering the expen- 
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ditures from Sept. 1, 1919, to Feb. 1, 1920, is embodied 
herewith for your consideration. 

Further, the Board is required to submit a budget 
which you will find as a part of this report. 

In accordance with the State law, since Sept. 1, 1919, 
we have had the services of Harold C. Wingate, A. B., 
as Superintendent of Schools, having under his super- 
vision, the Districts of Ossipee, Eaton, Effingham, 
and Freedom. Mr. Wingate offers herewith a report 
as to the progress and conditions of our schools during 
the period he has been with us, as well as the require- 
ments of our school buildings. We believe that the 
District is fortunate in the selection of the Superin- 
tendent. It is believed that we can safely say, on the 
basis of what has been accomplished so far, that our 
school will improve from 10% to 15% during the pres- 
ent year. In this connection the graduating exercises 
of the Grammar Grade pupils from the entire town, 
held last June at Mountainview, is one of the striking 
illustrations of this increase. 

It has now been definitely ascertained that the appro- 
priation made by the last Legislature was not large 
enough to pay the Districts who raised and appropri- 
ated $5.00 per $1,000.00 of their assessable estates, the 
excess over that sum to maintain their schools as 
required by State regulations for a school year of 36 
weeks. This leaves the District of Ossipee, as it does 
many others likewise situated, in the embarrassing 
situation of having done its part, and the State is un- 
able and is not going to carry out its full undertaking. 
The actual amount which will be received from the 
State we are unable at present to advise, but hope to 
have the same for the annual meeting. Our working 
under the present law has left us in the following 
situation : 
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First: Because the School District of Ossipee will 
not receive the necessary sum over $5.00 per $1,000.00 
of assessable property from the State, as represented 
by the State Department last year, it will be necessary 
to make an additional appropriation in order to main- 
tain our schools 36 weeks, as our teachers are hired 
for that, time in accordance with contracts insisted 
upon by the State. 

Second: Unusual and uncontemplated repairs and 
alterations under the orders of the State Department 
have had to be made, which accounts -for the large 
repair account. Further and more repairs and alter- 
ations will have to be made during the ensuing year, 
thus making necessary a larger repair appropriation 
than usual. 

Third: Under State requirements our text books and 
supply expenditure was. larger than had been expected. 

Fourth: Last, but not least, good teachers are very 
hard to procure, in fact, many schools in New Hamp- 
shire are closed because of the lack of teachers. There 
has been a steady, although deserved, increase in teach- 
ers’ salaries everywhere in order to bring them some- 
where near what untrained women earn in other lines. 
This has but begun and the conditions during the 
next school year are bound to be more difficult than this 
year. We have increased our teachers’ salaries some 
in order to retain them. This has been the best sort of 
economy when viewed from the standpoint of results. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing handicap the School 
Board have been able on basis of its expenditures so far 
to keep inside the estimate made for this District when 
the present law was under consideration in the Legis- 
lature. For this reason we believe that you will have 
to agree that the School Board have given you an 
economical administration of the school funds. 
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For the reasons set forth above we ask that sufficient 
appropriations be made to keep our schools going for 
36 weeks for this school year; to put the schoolhouses 
in approved conditions; and to enable us to retain the 
efficient teachers we now have and upon which the 
District is to be congratulated in having such a corps.
